Some students may walk

Students who live less than a mile and a 
half from school may soon be asked to pay at 
least $100 a year for their bus ride to and 
from school. With Gov. Michael Dukakis’ 
announcement Tuesday of another $310 
million cut from the state budget, School 
Committee members Tuesday night 
reviewed transportation and other budget 
items from which they might trim $650,000. 

The committee is divided on whether to

Cathy Royal, dean of multicultural affairs 
at the academy, said the decision was 
thought to be in the best interest of the 
students, and that the school also had to 
consider what was best for both the micro 
community of Phillips Academy and the 
macro community of Andover. 

“In our hearts, we do seek to come to an 
understanding of what it means to belong on 
the hill,” Ms. Royal said, referring to the 


academy's physical location just outside of 


downtown.

Three boards to 
discuss Special 
Town Meeting 


A joint meeting has been scheduled for 
Wednesday, Oct. 10, for the Board of 
Selectmen, Finance Committee and School 
Committee to discuss strategy for the 
upcoming Special Town Meeting in 
November. 

The three-board meeting will take place 
in the third floor conference room at Town 
Offices on Bartlet Street at 7:30 p.m. 

The Special Town Meeting, tentatively 
scheduled for Tuesday, Nov. 13, at the 
Collins Center, is scheduled to make cuts in 
the town budget to accommodate an 
approximate $500,000 shortfall in funds. The 
shortfall is due to lower revenues than 
forecast and less state funding than 
expected. 

The Cage at Phillips Academy was 
considered as a possible site for the Special 
Town Meeting because it provides more 
seating than the 1,250 at the Collins Center, 
but it lacks parking.

3 properties here added 
to National Register

Three Andover properties are added to 
the National Register of Historic Places: 96 
Central St., 7 Hearthstone Place (formerly 62 
Osgood St.) and 1 Stinson Road. This group 
represents some of the best examples of First 
Period-style architecture (1625-1720) in the 
community. Though changes to the buildings 
were inevitable and none remained working 
farms, their settings and structures provide 
the passer-by with vivid images of Andover’s 
early agricultural heritage. 

Common physical characteristics seen in 
these new National Register listings are their 
plain boxy shapes built low to the ground, 
steeply peaked roofs and large central chim- 
neys. Atypically, all sit back from main roads 
and changes in ownership were few. Plain 
post and beam construction, location and 
occupants from generations of the same fami- 
ly helped to preserve these ancient homes. 

The Ballard-Foster House at 96 Central St. 
traditionally dates from 1660 with deeds back 
to 1635. In addition to contributing to 
Andover’s architectural, agrarian and family 
history, the Ballard-Foster House also served 
the town as a boys’ private boarding school 
between 1796 and 1815. Though Central Street 
was the old way to Boston across the 
Shawsheen River, a glimpse of the barn’s 
cupola is all that’s visible from the road. 

The address of 7 Hearthstone Place, locally 
known as the Blanchard-Upton House, was 
built by Thomas Blanchard (1674-1759) at the 
time of his marriage to Rose Holmes. The 
Blanchards were farmers and shoemakers

and so were their successors, the Abiel Upton 
family. In fact, this farmstead, located on the 
“old county road,” included a cobbler’s shop 
until 1988 when it was dismantled and sold to 
make way for a new residential development. 
The address, 1 Stinson Road, in the south- 
east part of town is off Holt Road from the his- 
toric route to the market town of Salem. 
Known as the Abbot-Stinson House con- 
structed circa 1724, it was first occupied by 
members of an Andover founding family. 


Vital statistics, church records and tax 
lists show Ezra Abbot (1760-1844) married to 
Hannah Poor, both South Church members. 
In 1831 Ezra and son owned several dwellings 
and barns. 

They cultivated their land with rye, oats 
and corn, With the Stinson ownership the 


farm was assessed in 1870 with 25 acres of 


land, one house, a shed and a barn. The old 
barns have been replaced by the modem 
kitchen ell and a garage more consistent with 
suburban Andover. However, the stone wall 
surrounding part of the property and its set- 
ting along the former wagon paths of the 
Abbots, Holts and Stinsons give the passer-by 
a glimpse of its past. 

The addition of these three properties to 
the National Register of Historic Places 
brings Andover’s total to 45 individual 
entries and seven historic districts, which 
collectively include

Judge John FE. Fenton Jr. 


Judge Fenton is 
chief justice of 
state Land Court 


The chief justice and associate jus- 
tices of the Supreme Judicial Court 
announced the appointment of Justice 
John «££. Fenton Jr. of the 
Massachusetts Land Court as that 
court's chief justice for a five-year 
term, effective immediately. 

Judge Fenton replaces the incum- 
bent chief justice of the Land Court, 
Hon. Marilyn M. Sullivan, upon the 
completion of her five-year term. Judge 
Sullivan resumes her duties as an asso- 
ciate justice of the Land Court. 

A resident of Andover, Judge 
Fenton has been an associate justice of 
the Land Court since 1974. He is also an 
adjunct law professor at Suffolk 
University School of Law, where he 
has taught since 1957. He was associate 
dean at Suffolk Law School from 1973 to 
1974. In addition, Judge Fenton is a fac- 
ulty member at the National Judicial 
College at the University of Nevada. He 
has lectured extensively on trial evi- 
dence and other law related topics to 
numerous organizations. 

Prior to his judicial appointment, 
Judge Fenton was a partner in the firm 
of Fenton & Elias in Lawrence for 20 
years. During this period, he also

Getting rid of 
some hazardous 
materials 


Pouring cleaning solvents down the 
drain, putting oil-based paints out for 
regular trash collection or dumping 
spent motor oil in woods or wetlands 
represents a significant pollution 
threat to the environment, 

“Additionally,” says Andover 
Public Health Director Everett Penney, 
“these practices lead to serious public 
health problems and represent life safe- 
ty hazards for homeowners and emer- 
gency responders like firefighters.” 

On Saturday, Oct. 6, a licensed 
chemist from a hazardous waste dis- 
posal firm will evaluate and dispose of 
your small quantities of hazardous 
materials free of charge from 10 a.m. to 
2 p.m. The program is strictly limited 
to Andover residents and proof of resi- 
dence will be required. 

Town residents may bring up to five 
pounds or five gallons of materials 
such as pesticides, oil-based paints, 
motor oil, solvents, strippers, furniture 
polish and photographic chemicals to 
the disposal site in the rear parking lot 
of West Elementary School. Some 
items, such as ammunition or explo- 
Sives, cannot be accommodated. 
Batteries, alkaline/mercury/cadmium 
and/or lead acid will be accepted and 
are excluded from the weight limit of 
five pounds.

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RECYCLING

It is beginning to 
look as if one needs a 
couple of college 
degrees to under- 
stand recycling in 
this day and age, 

Of course you 
don’t need to know 
about chemistry and 
business practices to 
be a successful recy- 
cler. You just have to 
separate, save and 
get your material col- 
lected to do that with 
the additional neces- 
sity of hunting out 
products made from 
recycled goods and 
buying them to com- 
plete the cycle. 

To understand the 
reasons for saving 
some plastics and not 
others is where the 
problem comes in, 
We all know that 
plastics are made 
from resins and that 
means chemistry. 

Someone, some- 
where (mostly the oil 
industry) has devel- 
oped plastics over 
the years for specific 
purposes and with 
specific properties: 
rigid, opaque, clear, 
resistant to acidic or 
basic substances, 
easily malleable, etc. 
They have satisfied 
the demands of their 
customers. The prod-

ucts were used and 
then thrown away 
and that was the end 
of it. 

But nothing stays 
the same; and now 
we want to reuse 
these plastics. So 
they must be broken 
down, perhaps sepa- 
rated, subjected to 
different tempera- 
tures and a new 
product that is useful 
found and made 
acceptable. If your 
product used more 
than one resin or 
process, getting back 
to ground zero for re- 
use is complicated, 

It is now obvious 
that the plastics for 
which a use has been 
found and a method 
of manufacture has 
been made are the 
ones to recycle, The 
research is on going 
and changes. Now 
polystyrene foam, 
PET jugs and plastic 
with numbers on the 
bottom have been 
found to be useful. 

Now we leave 
chemistry and get to

month term, 

The DeMolay fraternity for 
boys ages 13 to 20 was established 
in 1919. Its roots and standards of 
behavior go back to the chival- 
rous code established by the 
knights of the crusades.

By 1929, the fraternity’s mem- 
bership had risen to 3 million, 
said Mr. True. The group is cur- 
rently one of the largest of its 
kind for boys, with 14,000 mem- 
bers nationwide. It is sponsored 
by the Masons, an adult fraternal 
organization. 

“Tt’s a lot of fun. I’ve made so 
many new friends over the past 
four years,” said Mr, True. 

He became involved in the 
DeMolay fraternity about four 
years ago.

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Frederick Crispo used Legos to 
teach technology in Chile

Legos, those small, colorful 
plastic, interlocking building blocks, 
aren’t just children’s play any more. 
Specially designed Legos are now 
being used to teach technology all 
over the globe. And an Andover man 
spent three weeks using them to 
teach in South America. 

The same company that makes the 
small building blocks for children 
also manufactures learning kits with 
bigger blocks for constructing simple 
machines that explain principles of 
physical science to secondary school 
children and adults. 
The special kits sup- 
plement classroom 
learning in the 
United States and 
are used to. teach 
basic technology to 


Frederick Crispo, 
8 Tilton Lane, an 
industrial arts and 
technology teacher 
at Wilmington 
Regional High 
School, spent three 
weeks in Chile, 
South America, 
using Lego Technic 
kits to teach people 
there about the basic 
principles of physi-

“There was a 
great need for people 
there (in rural Chile) 
to learn about the 
basic principles of 
how machines work,” he said. 

In the small, farming community 
of Portezuelo, there is just one 
mechanic shop. Many of the people 
there don’t have enough physical sci- 
ence knowledge to fix even the most 
basic home and agricultural tools 
and machinery they need to make a 
living, he said. 

“It’s difficult for the people there. 
Their schooling is more in the 
humanities. They get very little math 
and science training, which they 
need to compete for jobs in the 
cities,” said Mr, Crispo. 


This wasn’t the first experience in 
an underprivileged region for Mr. 
Crispo. From 1960 to 1970 he lived in 
the Philippines as a Maryknoll 


States where he met his future wife, 
Rosa, in Chicago. 

Mrs. Crispo, now an English-as-a- 
second-language teacher’in Boston, 
was a Catholic missionary in Chile 
before meeting and marrying her 
husband. The Crispos have four chil- 
dren, Janaan, Becky, Ricky and 
Michele, 


Though both left their clerical 
positions, each has remained in close 
contact with their former colleagues. 
It was through these ties Mr. Crispo 
heard about the need for physical sci- 
ence teachers in Chile.

With some assistance from the 
Maryknoll missionaries and some 
contributions from family and 
friends, he was able to finance travel 
to Chile. 

Mr. Crispo received a Horace 
Mann grant last year to fund the 
Lego project in Wilmington. He had 
to revise the program he used in 
Wilmington, but basically the course 
contained the same_ hands-on 
instruction for the students in Chile. 
He taught three different ages groups 
there: secondary school students, 
university students and adults. 


“This method of hands-on learn- 
ing sharply contrasted with the 
school’s traditional lecture and note 
taking style of instruction,” he said, 
_.To assist him in the classes, Mr, 


Ivan Bravo Brenet. 

Senor Brenet was also the director 
of the local school and had a degree 
in physics, which enabled him to par- 
ticipate fully in the classes. 

Mr. Crispo and his interpreter 
held three, two-hour classes each 


* day. He said he was amazed when 


each group asked him to extend the 
sessions, 


The Lego kits filled the gaps many 
science teachers in the school found 
because they previously had no way 
of backing up theory lectures with 
experiments and hands-on trial and 
error. With the kits the 
students built simple 
pulleys, small motors 
with working gears, 


the program used a bor- 
rowed computer from a 


participated in the 
Classes were chosen by 
their teachers or adults 
who asked to join the 
program. 

“An important 
aspect of the class was 
that the principles 
being taught and 
learned were directly 
applied to their every- 
day lives,” he said, 

Mr. Crispo learned 
through the interpreter 
why one of his students 
was so excited one par- 
ticular day. The boy 
planned to rush home 
after class and build a 
pulley system to draw a 
bucket from his fami- 
ly's water well, His 
family had always pulled the bucket 
up by hand. 


One of Mr. Crispo’s older students, 
Bernardo, a farmer in the small 
town, attended the classes to learn 
how to maintain and fix the equip- 
ment that provided his livelihood. He 
had to ride a bicycle more than seven 
miles each way to attend the class, 
but he never complained about the 
distance. 


“The enthusiasm and dedication 
of the people who attended the class- 
es was marvelous, ” he said. 

Mr. Crispo is currently finishing 
an article for the Maryknoll newslet- 
ter about his work in Chile. He hopes

While some residents may be just waking 
up to who gubernatorial candidate William

Joanne Donnelly, of 8 Carrisbrook St., 
became the town coordinator for the Weld 
campaign four months ago, 

“My mother’s friend is the Haverhill town 
coordinator and they were looking for some- 
one in the area and she recommended me,” 
Ms. Donnelly said. “She knew I was a sup- 
porter of Weld and that I was interested in 
getting involved in the campaign.” 

The 20-year-old political science major at 
Merrimack College spent long hours 
between her waitressing and office jobs this 
summer making phone calls, holding signs 
and handing out bumper stickers for her can- 
didate. Now back in school and still working 
three part-time jobs, Ms. Donnelly was 
putting in 25 hours a week on the campaign 
up through last week's primary. 

“During the week I was making phone 
calls from 5-9 p.m., then Saturdays mailing 
and getting organized,” she said. 

The work doesn’t leave her any free time. 

“That’s one thing I don’t have any of,” Ms. 
Donnelly said. 

Primary day, which Mr. Weld won deci- 
Sively, gaining 68 percent of the Republican 
vote here in town, was a long one for the 
coordinator. 

She awoke at 7 a.m. 

“T started making phone calls at 9 a.m.,” 
she said. 
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Every free minute is spent

doing filing and odd jobs at a business office 
‘ for three hours before returning to the 
Senior Center from 4 to 7 p.m. She then ran to 
a staff meeting at the Andover Country Club 
where she waitresses, before heading to the 
Colonnade Hotel in Boston for Mr. Weld’s 
victory celebration.

Ms. Donnelly, a 1987 Andover High School 
graduate, was originally just going to be help- 
ing wherever needed but instead ended up 
with the town coordinator position. She has 
had 10 to 12 
volunteers 
working for 
her recently 
and expects 
more will 
now be look- 
ing to assist.

new package of information so she can begin 
working on the final six weeks of the election 
bid. 

The campaign strategy in coming weeks 
will be to get information out to the media, to 
create “a lot of visibility,” Ms. Donnelly said. 

Another task for Ms. Donnelly will be 
coordinating volunteers to telephone 
Republicans and Independents, thanking 
them for voting for Weld if they did so and 
asking them for support in the November 
election. She also will arrange to give away 
bumper stickers and arrange for volunteers 
to stand at places like Elm Square holding 
“Vote Weld” signs and wave at motorists and 
pedestrians. 

Family affiliations 


Ms. Donnelly, who said she voted for 
George Bush for president, does not come 
from a Republican family. 

Her parents, Stanton and _ Dolores 
Donnelly, are both Democrats, one sister is a 
Democrat, another is an Independent and her 
two brothers are Republicans. One brother, 
Kevin, is a convert, according to Ms. 
Donnelly. 

“He was the only one I got to switch over” 
to Republican, she said. 

Ms. Donnelly supports Mr. Weld because 
he has a good record, is honest and portrays a 
good image, she said. 


“TI think he’s the type people can look at 
and see as a leader,” Ms. Donnelly said. 

Mr. Weld is a strong supporter of the 
Citizens for Limited Taxation petition, 
Question 3 on the Nov. 6 ballot, which would 
roll back taxes $1.8 billion to 1988 levels.

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‘Skinheads’ visit the newspaper

I had two visitors last Thursday 
afternoon, the day our paper came 
out with a front-page story, “Phillips 
Academy deals with racial inci- 
dents.” Skinheads. Well, that’s what 
we call them here, even though we’re 
not certain 
they really are 
skinheads. 

They wanted 
to complain % 
about the story, - 
which told of oa 
some skin- 2 
heads chasing a 
new, young, black PA students from 
town up the hill to school. 

“They weren't racial incidents,” 
said one of my visitors. 

Once we got talking, I enjoyed it 
and I think they did, too. Takes some 
of the mystery out of who they are, 
and probably the same in reverse, for 
them. 

One was blond, with closely 
cropped hair, black rimmed glasses. 
The other had thick black hair. They 
hadn't painted their bodies, so far as 
I could see, or pierced their noses, 
not that-it’s a enime to do either. The 


only thing that made them look a lit- 
tle different was their clothes and 
even those weren't that different. 
They wore Army-green jackets and 
maybe they had on black combat 
boots, although I'm not sure, I had 
my eyes on their eyes. 

One of them said he didn’t chase 
the Phillips Academy kids, and that 
others in his group only chased them 
a short way. The other visitor I had 
wasn't involved in the incident. He 
was here for support. 

First, I asked ifthey’re racists, big- 
ots. They said no, Why, then I asked, 
do you dress like skinheads who are 
known to the world as bigots and 
racists. The answer wasn’t that clear, 
just that they like the clothes. One 
said he probably wouldn’t be a skin- 
head forever, but he really likes the 
clothes. Yes, I agreed, you have the 
right to wear whatever you wish. 

But what I ended up saying was 
that if they insist on dressing like 
skinheads, they've got to accept the 
consequences. If they chase a black 
person even a few feet, that’s a racist 
act. 

Plus, if anyone chases or intimi- 


younger than they, then that’s being 
a bully and that’s not OK, either. 

One actually said he was sorry 
he’d had anything to do with the 
whole incident. “My black friends 
are going to be mad at me,” he said.

I was angered and saddened to read 
of black freshmen being verbally 
assaulted and physically threatened by 
older Andover and North Andover 
teens, “Phillips Academy deals with 
racial incidents,” Sept. 20.

“skinheads” on Main Street. 

The skinheads, white teen-agers, 
many with shaved heads or spiked 
hair, leather jackets and Army boots, 
first yelled at the group from a passing 
car, then turned around and stopped. 

“Some of the people in the car got 
out, some of the people stayed in the 
car and continued to drive toward 
campus,” Ms. Royal said. 

The youths from the car then 
chased the new students, all about 14 
years old, back to the academy. 
Although the students outran their 
attackers, and no physical contact 
occurred, they were scared, according 
to Ms. Royal. 

“These six students questioned 
whether they belonged here,” she said. 

Some of the same skinheads were on 
campus later that same Sunday 
afternoon, allegedly making more 

“racial remarks to the students. They 
were told to leave by the campus 
security and were taken into custody 
by Andover police after refusing to do 
SO. 

After pondering the appropriate 
response for more than a week, and 
after meetings between the 
headmaster, the deans and some of the 
parents of the students involved, the 
officials called an all-school meeting in 
the campus chapel Tuesday night to 
inform the students of the decision not 
to press charges and to discuss the 
incidents, 

Donald McNemar, headmaster at 
Phillips, told the students that there 
are several areas to meet on campus, 
depending on the subject of discussion. 

“We meet in the chapel when we 
have a serious topic to share together,” 
he said. “Tonight’s meeting is in the

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
who is away at a convention this week, 
had expressed great concern over the 
incident and wanted to cooperate fully 
with Phillips in responding to the 
matter, Ms. Ralston said. 

“T want you to know that the town of 
Andover will take its cue from the 
Phillips Academy community,” Ms.

Dr. Kenneth Seifert, superintendent 
of Andover schools, told the PA 
students that although similar 
incidents have at times in the past 
threatened to come between the town 
and the academy, the relationship has 
always remained a good one. And this 
incident is not typical of the students 
in Andover schools, Dr. Seifert said. 

“The overwhelming majority of 
students are extremely sensitive,” he 
said. 

“Andover is not Camelot,” Dr. 
Seifert told the students, but added 
that the town would not tolerate the 
type of behavior witnessed last week. 

“Whenever we have incidents like 
this we do not fool around. We deal 
with this-very directly,” he said. 

“The town was ready to file 
charges,” Ms. Ralston said before the 
meeting. “The police department was 
in contact with Cathy Royal and the 
recommendation from Cathy, after 
confirming it with the appropriate 
parties, is that filing charges at this 
time would not be in the best interest 
of the PA students. They wanted them 
to get on with the business of school.

Mr. Harris, who collected 

signatures in Andover to place the 
petition on the ballot, is running 
against John S. Markey of North 
. Andover for a seat on the Governor's 
Council. He is also the vice president 
of Essex County Republican Council. 
_ According to a study by the state 
Department of Revenue, based on 
previous budget cut action by the 
Legislature, approximately $435 
million will be cut in state aid this 
year if Question 3 passes. The same 
study targets a $605,476 local aid cut 
for Andover this year if Question 3 
passes. 

People against Question 3 say the 
rollbacks will create even more 
instability and would cripple many 
state and local social services. Sheila 
Eckoff, president of the Andover 
Education Association, believes 
Question 3 would mean a rash of 
layoffs and program eliminations in 
Andover schools. 

Rep. Susan Tucker (D-Andover), 6 
Farwood Drive, vice chairwoman of 
the House Education, Arts’ and 
Humanities Committee, says the chaos 
that would result from passing 
Question 3 could be irreversible. 

“None of the proponents have 
outlined plans to implement the cuts. 
They haven’t come forward to say 
what its impact on local aid, education 
and public services would be,” she 
said. 

Gary Coon, 27 Korinthian Way, 
Mrs. Tucker’s Republican opponent on 
the Nov. 6 ballot, supports the CLT 
petition. He believes it’s the only way 
to make legislators accountable for tax 
spending. 

“(Question 3) is a two by four to 
whack legislators between the eyes 
and make them wake up and address 
the fiscal mess....It is a signal that 
people feel they aren’t getting what 
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Question 3 will be the subject of a forum today, 
Thursday, at 4 p.m., West Middle School auditorium on 
Shawsheen Road. The forum is sponsored by the 
Andover Education Association. The public is invited. 


they pay for and that there's a lot of 
waste,” he said. 

Question 3 supporters argue local 
aid won't be hit that severely. The CLT 
has endorsed another ballot question 
that would guarantee cities and towns 
40 percent of state tax revenues. No 
outline of how the second question 
would affect rollbacks is explained in 
the wording of either question. 

If increases are warranted, say 
supporters, legislators can review 
each one and vote on the increases 
individually after public discussion 
and debate. 

“It (the CLT petition) is the 
equivalent of a statute and it can be 
changed,” said Bill Melahn, 18 
Ballardvale Road, who favors 
Question 3. 

“Within the last few years 
legislators deeded over some of their 
rights to the administration, allowing 


‘ unchecked fee hikes. It may be that 


some of these fees needed to be raised, 
but the legislature should be voting on 
them,” said Mr. Melahn. 

Alba Castillo, the Republican who is 
challenging state Sen. Patricia 
McGovern (D-Lawrence), supports the 
petition. Ms. Castillo was endorsed by 
the CLT organization. 

“The forced budget cuts and 
program reforms are needed to end 
wasteful spending,” Ms. Castillo said. 

But Sen. McGovern said, “Question 
3 goes too far.” 

The state League of Women Voters 
has come out against the CLT petition. 
Jan Burkholder, 1 Stafford Lane, 
Andover’s LWV president, says the 
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disruption in services and the 
shortfall in revenues would result in 
“complete chaos” and _ crisis 
management. 

“It wouldn’t necessarily lead to 
better government,” she said. 

Tony Torrisi, town finance director, 
said whatever the amount cut, the 
impact will be magnified this year 
because half the budget will be spent 
by Jan. 1, when the rollbacks would 
take effect. A majority of the 
remaining money is earmarked for 
fixed costs, according to Mr. Torrisi. 

“To replace (anticipated shortfalls) 
can’t be done under 2 1/2. You have to 
raise the money through taxes. There 
aren't any alternatives other than 
dramatic reductions and you're 
talking entire programs,” he said. 

Opponents maintain the impact will 
be far greater than some people realize 
or admit because Question 3 would 
take effect Jan. 1, when half the money 
budgeted for fiscal 1991 has already 
been spent. They say by Jan.1, $6.7 
billion in the state’s budget would be 
left. Of this amount, 60 percent is 
money that can’t be touched, such as 
pensions, debt payment, group 
insurance, workers’ compensation, 
lottery distribution to communities 
and certain Medicaid accounts. 

The 40 percent that is vulnerable to 
the cuts includes essential accounts 
that opponents say, if cut, would 
cripple many services, including 
public schools, funding for higher 
education, day care, help for the 
homeless, AIDS action, elderly home 
care and other social services.

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Three boards to 


discuss Special 
Town Meeting 
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according to Tony Torrisi, Budget and 
Finance director, who was covering 
for Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
this week. Mr. Stapcezynski was out of 
town at a conference all this week. 
Mr. Stapezynski and Joanne 
Marden, chairwoman of the Finance 
Committee, have suggested that the 
$500,000 in cuts should come 
predominantly from the school 


-budget, since a like amount was 


added to the school budget at June 
Town Meeting. But it is not that clear 
cut , according to Ms. Marden. 

“While the agreement of the boards 
at Town Meeting has been interpreted 
as meaning that the schools must take 
the first $500,000 worth of cuts, 
certainly no one intended that if 
Andover did not receive anticipated 
regional library monies, the Andover 
school budget would be cut to fund the 
regional library system,” Ms. Marden 
wrote in a letter to the three boards. 
“Careful scrutiny of the budget model 
will help us to avoid any unintended 
transfers of funds.” 

The cuts have to be formally made 
at the Special Town Meeting before an 
official tax rate can be set and tax bills 
can be mailed out in December. A one 
week delay in mailing out the tax bills 
could result in a loss of over $15,000 in 
interest income for the town, 
according to Ms. Marden. 


Ms. Marden has also suggested that 
the town might want to call a special 
election for an override referendum 
prior to the Special Town Meeting. 
Since ultimately it would take a 
referendum vote to. override 
Proposition 2 1/2, that option might 
want to be considered before going in 
to town meeting to make cuts. 
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
